With our bye in the Preliminary round of the FA Cup we 
now play at home to Congleton Town on September Sth, this game has 
been brought forward from February 27th. 

We also have a bye in the Ist round of the FA Trophy so we have 
reached the 2nd round for the first ever time, although that is only with the 
restructuring that the FA have done to the competition. When we reached 
the 1st round in 1994/95 we reached the last 64, to equal that we must win 
our second round tie and reach the 3rd round, and thats only correct if I’ve 
calculated it right.
